clothing, shelter and‘instruction, and giving his 
or her faithful labor of ten hours per day to such 
art, trade or employment as he or she may pre- 
fer, of those tanght or practiced in the institu- 
tion.

It is true, that 
these causes are almost imperceptible in their 
processes—but they are, on that account, the 
harder to be resisted. They’ may be slow 
auxiliaries, but unless I am grea de- 
ceived as to their power, they will be foun 
sure ones, in removing the obstacles yet re 
maining in the way of Lazor every where 
receiving all that it can justly jlay claim to. 
The sentiments I have expressed above 
would not, I know, meet with acceptance in 
many parts of the country. Many, even of 
the most faithful of the Liberty party would 
probably dissent from them. I have not 
been forward to publish them, lest, by doing 
so, I might, in some degree, contribute to 
divert our friends from our paramount ob- 
ject, the overthrow of the slave power ;—and 
because I felt well assured, as I still do; 
that if the Liberty party come into power, 
the whole country will soon be brought into 
the most favorable circumstances for har- 
monizing all its apparently discordant inter- 
ests, and for settling on their proper bases 
all the important existing questions of na- 
tional policy. Now, the labor of the coun- 
try is made up ef two hostile parts—slave 
and free.  Irreconcilable in -their nature, 
they can never be brought to operate har- 
moniously together under one system of leg- 
islation. Let no one, then, look for jarrings 
and dissensions to pass away from among us, 
till slave labor have passed away, or be seen 
to be passing away, with a certainty of its 
speedy and entire disappearance. 

The accession to power of the Liberty 
party implies—as I take it—the speedy ~~~ 
tinction of slavery every where wit®in our 
country ; and, of course, the bringing of all 
its Labor into a homogeneous state. Till 
our labor be brought into this state, all leg- 
islation for its benefit must, necessarily, be, 
in a great measure, unavailing; and this

The foregoing contains first, a gross misrep- 
resentation. The Catholics do not exclude the 
Bible from the use of the scholars in the Ken, 
sington schools: they only prohibit their own 
children from reading or hearing read, the Pro- 
testant version. Such conduct we may 
condemn, as the offspring of a narrow-minded 
bigotry—but, it is very different from the con- 
duct charged ypon them by tho Republican. 

A gain, if there be such a thing as conscience, 
and if its rights be sacred, any forcible inter- 
ference to correct such conduct, to compel these 
Catholic assistant teachers or scholars, to remain, 
during the reading of the Bible of the Protestants, 
would be a manifest, an inexcusable violation of 
such rights.

And 
had sucha resolution as the above, been intro- 
duced, they would have regarded it as a gross 
violation of the rights of conscience. 

Why will Protestants suffer blind, bigoted, 
narrow-minded partisans, to get up false issues 
between them and the Catholics? Why will 
they, fora moment, tolerate any departure from 
those glorious principles, the Right of Private 
Judgment, the Sacredness of Conscience, perfect 
Toleration, for which their fathers were ready to 
go to the rack or the stake?

the Government has received news from Tan- 
iers of the 7th inst., respecting facts announced 
y the telegraphic despatch. On the 4th the an- 
swer arrived which the Pacha of Larache, Sidi 
Bouselem, had made to the ultimatum of France. 
That reply was not satisfactory: it said nothing 
of the intended dissolution vf the bodies of 
troops collected on our frontier of Algeria, the 
numbers of which would be augmented by the 
artival of the Hereditary Prince with 20,000 or 
25,000 men. The answer renewed the promise

James K. Polk and the Florida War. 

It has been demonstrated again and again by 
official documents, that the Florida war was 
provoked by the frauds and violence of the whites 
against the Indians, by the seizure of their wives 
and daughters on the pretence of their being fu- 
gitive slaves, and by the determination of the 
slave-holders to break up what they alleged was 
a haunt for runaways. At different periods du- 
ring its progress, attempts were made to have the 
abuses which led it, investigated. In 1836, the 
committee on Indian affairs, a majority consist- 
ing of Van Buren men, recommended an inqui- 
ry into the abuses of that bureau, which would 
have developed the causes which led to the war; 
it also reported a resolvtion authorising any two 
of its members to prosecute the inquiry by tak- 
ing testimony for the information of the House. 
The vote upon this measure, stood ayes 77, nays
